WHILE DRIVING on the road, 
Jeff yawned a couple of times, so 
Robin — who had been taught that 
driving with a sleepy driver was 
almost as dangerous as driving with 
a drunk driver. — offered to drive.

The couple went to get help and 
Jeff went over to Robin. He looked at 
her and saw that she was breathing. 
He watch her chest rise and fall. 
Then he noticed a pool forming 
underneath of Robin’s head. It was 
blood. 

Police arrived shorly thereafter 
and told Jeff to go sit in the car and

New DUI bills jake 
effect on Jan. | 


Each year, 26,000 Americans die 
and 1.5 million are injured by drunk 
drivers. Partially due to the large 
number of deaths, the state of Il- 
linois will be instituting four new 
Senate bills, effective Jan. 1, 1984. 

Senate Bill 125 will require a 48- 
hour mandatory jail term or 10 days 
of community service for a second 
conviction of driving under the in- 
fluence (DUI). There presently is a 
pilot program being conducted in 
Cook County, where convicted drink- 
ing drivers are being referred to 
participate in community service 
which brings them in contact with 
persons who have been injured in 
alcohol-related motor vehicle ac- 
cidents. 

_SENATE BILL 173, sponsored by 
Senator Sam Vadalabene (D- 
Edwardsville), will provide a 
greater distinction for a charge of il- 


legal transportation of alcoholic 
beverages. Presently, the law 
disallows the transportation of open 
alcoholic beverages and may apply 
to either the driver or a passenger in 
the vehicle. Basically, this proposal 
will allow the distinction of whether 
the arrested person is the driver or'a 
passenger. : 
‘This will allow the secretary of 
state’s office to properly assign 
poate to a driver record if he or she 
was the driver, and to not assign 
points if the arrested person was a 
passenger without responsibility for’ 
the operationofthe automobile. < 
Senate Bill 174 will make a 30 con- 
secutive day jail sentence. man-

Dixon seeks to reauthorize 
SIU-C coal research grants 


U. S. Senator Alan J. Dixon (D- 
Ill.) has cosponsored legislation to 
reauthorize a training and research 
program to help develop new 
technologies for coal use. 

Dixon’s legislation, S. 2186, would 
reauthorize the state ‘Mining and 
Minerals Resources Institutes’ 
under Title III of the Surface Mining 
Act of 1977. Southern Illinois 
University-Carbondale is recognized 
as a qualified institute under this 
act. 

This program, which is scheduled 
to expire on May 15, 1984, provides 
federal matching funds for qualified 
mining and mineral resources in- 
stitutes at one public university or 
college in each state. Each institute 
is directed to conduct research in 
mining and mineral resources and to 
train mineral engineers and scien- 
tists. 

While the program has helped 
train engineering students at 
Southern Illinois University and 
other state universities across the 
country, the administration has 
sought to discontinue funding, Dixon 
said. 

The legislation would: 

—Extend authorization period for 
five years through Fiscal Year 1990. 

—Authorize total appropriations 
of $7.5 million for Fiscal Year 1985, 
and increase by $1 million each 
year, from Fiscal Year 1986 to 
Fiscal Year 1990. 

—Authorize each qualified in- 
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stitute to be eligible for $300,000 for 
Fiscal Year 1985, and an additional 
$100,000 for each of the remaining 
four years. 

—Increase the matching require- 
ment for each institute from $1 for 
non-federal for every federal dollar 
spent to $2 for every dollar spent by 
the federal government beginning in 
Fiscal Year 1987. 

“I believe that promoting the use 
of Illinois ‘coal through new 
technologies. developed by Illinois 
engineers is the first step in lessen- 
ing our dependence on foreign 
energy sources. The administration 
has made an unfortunate decision in 
trying to end this program. I am 
hopeful our bill will pass, and that 
science education will contiue to be 
adequately funded by the federal 
government,” Dixon said.

“It’s disheartening to see the 
children deprived of the absolute 
necessities and I’m sorry it’s taking 
the toll that it is.”” 

E0C’s inability to pay its debts to 
the-Bank of Alton and government 
agencies was the primary factor in 
the suspension. Miss Werner said 
EOC officials did not inform 
regional officials of any plans to pay 
the debts and was declared in- 
capable of operating the program. 

The Bank of Alton froze $155,648 of 
EOC’s assets Dec. 2 because it had 
not made payments on a $250,000 
loan. EOC still owes $170,000 in prin- 
cipal and interest on the loan, nor 
would EOC top officials return calls 
from the bank. 

EOC ALSO owes. the Illinois 
Department of Commerce and Com- 
munity Affairs (DCCA) $256,000 for 
payment of utility bills under the 
home energy assistance program 
and an unspecified amount of money 
for nearly $1 million in questioned 
costs in the weatherization program. 
That includes $291,154 transferred 
from the home energy program to 
weatherization. 7 

DCCA stripped EOC of its authori- 
ty to operate the home energy pro- 
gram and has stopped payment to 
EOC for the weatherization pro- 


gram. In addition, EOC is no longer 
receiving money from the Head 
Start and the Foster Grandparents 
programs. 

The only state money EOC is 
receiving is in the Community Block 
Grant Program, and Tom Laue, a 
spokesman for DCCA, said that 
would not be enough to begin paying 
the debts. 


OF. THE money frozen by the 
bank, ‘approximately $105,000 was 
part of a Head Start payment to the 
agency. The regional office is con- 
sidering legal action to get that 
money out of the bank. 


According to Miss Werner, the 
regional office would not accept 
EOC’s request to wait for the EOC’s 
ad-hoc committee to reach a deci- 
sion because it saw no way the com- 
mittee would raise the money to pay 
EOC’s debts. 

Previously, Miss Werner made 
allegations EOC had signed over 
$517,000 of Head Start money into 
various EOC funds, including the 
EOC contribution fund. She and Mrs. 
Buchanan also charged EOC had 
violated federal guidelines several 
tikes concerning the changing of the 
program without permission of the 
policy council

Maxine Rutter, Salvation Army of- 
fice coordinator, said. 

Mrs. Rutter has handled the local 
yuletide assistance program for 
many years and she also is astound- 
ed by the flood of requests. 

Her telephone continues to ring in- 
cessantly, more often that not br- 
inging a new emergency situation to 
her attention. The deadline for sub- 
mitting applications was last Fri- 
day. 

“A CASEWORKER called Tues- 
day and told me of a family with six 
children. The father’s unemploy- 
ment benefits are now exhausted 
and they are being changed over toa 
full benefit status,” she said. ‘ 

“It will take a wait of about 30 
days to get any money through the 
welfare (ADC) program and they 
have nothing to fall back on. The 
mother told me she recently held a 
rummage sale to try to raise some

A woman in Madison with two 
children now has her sister living 
with her, along with the latter’s six 
youngsters. 

AT THE present time, the total 
monthly income for the household, 
in which the children range in age 
from 12 months to 13 years, is $284, 
with an additional $175 available in 
food stamps.

In a talk with Madison Mayor Mike Sasyk yester- 
day, the mayor made some interesting points, but 
none which’ would cause us to back down from our 
editorial stand in last Monday’s: Press-Record that 
the mayor’s possible influence over the Madison 
School Board should be a concern for citizens of that 
school district. 

Sasyk said he may have some influence in the 
school district, but in more than a dozen years, has 
never exerted it, except to recommend hirings in a 
few hardship cases.

‘Social Security and barely getting by, he may ask 
the school administration to hire her if an opening

eae admits there is politics in the school 
district, as\ in, most’ other areas of Madison life. 
“This is a political city. Everybody Knows that and 
there’s nothing w: , with it,’’ Sasyk says, noting 
that the residents ha’ ved alleys, garbage 
‘cans and collection, Sia mtrects and snbw removal, 
a low crime rate and-many other things that make 
Madison a place to live. 


Our concern was that the seven-member school 
board contains three city employees and an alder- 
man who must try to get along with the mayor in 
order: to get things done in his ward. Sasyk 
responds, “Have you ever tried to ‘control’ (Alder- 
man) Don Garrett?” referring to Garrett’s in- 
dependence on the city council. 

On the other side, Sasyk admitted some control of 
the school board when he said that if Pam Dymas 
(widow of-the late school board member Sam 
Dymas) had come to him to ask to be on the school 
board, she would have received his support and 
would be on the school board today. 

He said city organization help in school board 
elections is important to assure a fair voter turnout 
from all parts of the city and the election of a 
representative and efficient school board. 

We left the meeting with mixed feelings. We stand 
firm behind Monday’s editorial concern, but agree 
that we can think of no specific instances where 
Mayor Sasyk has abused his influence with the 
school board members. We accept his pledge that 
such abuses will not happen in the future. 


Gets tougher on drunk drivers 


During National Drunk and Drugged Driver 
Awareness Week, victims and their families have 
been speaking out against drinking and driving. 
And it looks as though the drunk driver had better 
start paying attention. 

In Illinois alone, four new “tougher” drinking and 
driving laws will go into effect on Jan. 1. This ¢lear- 
ly shows that the trend of citizen sentiment is going 
Lid from the drunk driver and to the family of the 
victim. & 

And well the sentiment should be going in that 
direction: Almost 60 percent of fatal crashes involve 
a driver who has been drinking. And more than two- 
thirds of those crashes involve a dtiver who has a 
blood alcohol content higher than the legal intoxica- 
tion Limit of .10, 

A driver with this Teveliof intoxication is six times 
more likely than a sober‘one to have an accident. 
With a blood alcohol level of.:15 percent, the likeli- 
hood increases to 25 times greater. At .20 percent, 
the likelihood of an accident occuring elevates to 100 
times greater. PF 


Studies have shown that the averageblood alcohol 
content of drinking drivers who are killed in ac- 
cidents is .20 percent. During an estimated period of 
alcohol consumption of four or five hours on a par- 
ticular evening, this average drinker would have 
had to consume about 15 drinks to reach this level. 


Getting this problem drinker off the road requires 
an integrated effort by all levels of government and 
society. And the place to start these efforts is in the 
cities and towns, where the tragedies of drunk driv- 
ing are felt most. 

Besides law reforms, consequences of drunk driv- 
ing ought to guarantee that the drunk driver at least 
has a high chance of being arrested have an im- 
mediate trial date with no postponements, be dealt 
a tough, but regulated penalty and have his or her 
license regulated by the state driver licencing agen- 


cy. 

Stronger laws need to be aimed at the problem 
drinker. The’chronic drunk driver faust be stopped 
from driving while drunk. i 


Year-end warning to tax cheats 


. ‘Mnternal Revenue Service Commissioner: Roscoe 
L. Egger Jr. recently offered some good year-end 
advice to would-be last-minute tax savers. He said 
there were four factors that will guarantee a tax 
audit;.\“‘tax shelter, tax shelter, tax shelter, tax 
shelter.” 

‘With December a traditional advertising period 
for such tax savings promotions, the IRS is trying to 
discourage people looking for a fast buck because 
abusive tax shelters account for a large part of our 
nation’s shocking tax loss. 

“Tax shelters are investments made to take ad- 
vantage, through huge write-offs, of tax benefits in 
industries that the govenment is trying to promote 
fot development. Some examples are real estate or 
ofl-and gas exploration. Financial analysts general- 
ly ‘urge caution on tax shelters because the honest 
investments will require more than one month to 

+ 


build up any appreciable savings. 

Last year, the IRS completed audits of 95,998 tax- 
payers who used “abusive tax shelters,” assessing 
them $1.6 billion in back taxes. It also reportedly 
has approximately 350,000 other tax shelter cases 
involving both promoters and investors set for ex- 
amination. 

Investment tax shelters aren’t the only tax abuse. 
A similar ploy is to donate a gift to a charitable 
group, then over-value the gift in order to claim an 
excessive deduction. 

Altogether, the IRS estimates that the U.S. 
Treasury lost about $81.5 billion in unpaid taxes in 
1981, which was more than that year’s entire budget 
deficit of $65 billion. Most of that amount was at- 
tributed to individual tax cheats, not corporations.

The Lotto game, which has award- 
ed grand prizes ranging from $1 
million to $6 million to 25 players 
since it: began 10 months ago, has 
had total sales of $116 million. This 
week’s winner received $2.8 million. 
Pick 4, which began in February 
1982, has posted fotal sales of $84.2 
million, 

The most significant growth has 
been in the lottery’s seven-year-old 
instant games,..which have seen 
almost half of their total sales in the 
past two years. 

Since January 1982, instant game 
sales have been $241.3 million. In the 
five previous years, instant game 
sales were $295.3 million. 

Jones said instant game sales had 
declined significantly by fiscal year 
1981, when they reached only $42 
million, Instant, game sales in the 
last fiscal year, 1983 (July 1, 1982, to 
June 30, 1983), reached more. than 
$137 million, more than triple the 
fiscal 1981 level. 7 

Instant game sales in the first 


three months of this fiscal year 
alone is $41 million, almost mat- 
ching the total fiscal year 1981 level 

He attributed’ the increase in ins- 
tant game sales to change in the 
games themselves and in the games’ 
marketing. 

“About two years ago, the games 
became simpler and more fun to 
play, prizes became larger, and 
ways of qualifing for the instant 
games’ grand prizes became stan- 
dardized, New creative advertising 
and promotional programs stressed 
the simplicity and fun inherent in the 
games,” Jones related.

Over the same time periods, 
average weekly sales of the Daily 
Game have increased from $3.5 
million to $5.6 million. 

Jones noted also that about $360 
million\of the lottery's total’ sales 
since began came from games 
that have been discontinued, mainly 
@ecause of diminishing player in- 
terest. 

The lottery’s two original games, 
both started in mid-1974, included 
two weekly games, the 50-cent game 
and the $1 game. Both of those 
games ended in fiscal 1981 and con- 
tributed a total of $353.1 million in 
sales before they ended. 

Illinois also offered lottery tickets 
through a subscription plan in the 
first seven years. By its end, the 
subscription plan had yielded $6.8 
million in total sales. 

In addition to the profits returned 
to the people of Illinois, and the 
prizes paid to winners, the state lot- 
tery has paid $134 million in commis- 
sions to the lottery’s ticket agents — 
small retailers throughout Illinois — 
and to other vendors who provide 
games to the lottery. 

Of the lottery's total profits of $860 
million, Jones estimated that more 
than $323 million has gone to educa- 
tion and more than $261 million to 
other health and social services pro- 
grams 

‘The remaining profits have been 
used to support other state pro- 
grams, including public protection 
and justice, income support, and 
natural resources and recreation.

“Despite a general improvement 
in the nation's economic climate, the 
caseload increases show the reces- 
sion is not over for a significant 
number of Illinois residents,” said 
Carl Mankowitz, acting public aid 
director. 

In November, there were 1,048,843 
persons receiving assistance 
statewide, compared with 1,080,403 
in November 1983. Public Aid rolls 
reached their highest point in March 
1976, when 1,097,336 persons receiv- 
ed assistance. The lowest caseload 
total in recent years, 936,869, was 
reached in November 1979. 

Mankowitz said persons on public 
aid often are the “‘last group to feels 
the effects of an economic 
recovery.” He pointed out that while 
the increase in persons on aid is 
significant, increases in 1979 and 
1980 were much greater. 

‘The number of recipients in Cook 
County rose by 13,600 persons (1.9 
percent) over the one-year period, 
while downstate totals increased by 
17,960 persons (5.4 percent). Cook 
County accounts for about 67.5 per- 
cent of the total number of persons 
receiving public aid 

‘Those applying for public aid also 
have shown a marked increase. In 
August 1983, for example, an_all- 
time record high number of applic: 
tions (16,778) was received in local 
public aid offices for the Aid to 
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Families with Dependent Children 
(AFDC) program. Among these ap-j 
plications processed, 36.7 percent 
were denied assistance. Application 
rates for September, October and 
November have not surpassed the 
August figure but have remained at 
high levels. 

August also brought 1,506 new 
families onto the AFDC rolls. 

Caseload totals include persons 
receiving AFDC, State Supplemen- 
tal Payments, Interim Assistance to 
the Aged, Blind or Disabled, Medical 
Assistance and, in Chicago, General 
Assistance.

dent, or an implied consent suspen- 
sion. 

WHILE A mandatory seven-day 
sentence had been in the Illinois 
Vehicle Code until four years ago, it 
was deleted by the legislature 
because it was never used. It is 
believed that there is sufficient 
public concern and support now to 
help ensure that the courts will im- 
pose this mandatory sentence. 

There is no doubt that the 
withdrawal of driving priveleges is 
an effective DUI countermeasure. 
However, the revoked drivers will 
have to understand that they will 
face a harsh penalty, should they 


continue to drive. Estimates regar- 
ding the number of people who drive 
after revocation, range to as high as 
70 percent. 

-The final new measure, Senate . 
Bill 175, will disallow the granting of 
court supervision for a conviction of 
driving under the influence more 
than once in a five-year period. 

SUCH A MEASURE will assure 
that supervision is not granted 
multiple times, especially when the 
secretary of state’s office now has 
the ability to identify the fact that 
the driver has previously been plac- 
ed on court supervision through the 
central driving record.

Mehelic reports drainage p

The Miracle Manor-Bellemoor 
drainage project is ‘99.9 percent 
completed,” Nameoki Township 
Highway Commissioner Frank 
Mehelic announced Monday night 
during the regular meeting of the 
Nameoki Town Board. 

According to Mehelic, two areas 
remain unfinished and the project 
has taken so long to complete 
because “labor has been very expen- 
sive.’’ The two areas yet to be com- 
pleted are in Arlington Heights and 
on Ivy Lane. 

Several Ivy Lane_residents attend- 
ed Monday night’s meeting to 
discuss the drainage problem in 
their area, and suggested that they 
had been ‘‘very patient” in waiting 
for their drainage problems to be 
eliminated, but are annoyed with 
having to contact Mehelic to pump 
water from their street every timie it 
rains. 

“We've had this problem for some 
10, 12, 15 years,” one resident com- 
plained. ‘“‘They know that we can 
easily have up to eight inches of 
water standing every time it rains, 
but we Still have to call every time, 


and he (Mehelic) is never there. 
Since they know it happens every 
time it rains, why do we have to 
call?”’ he added. 

Mehelic agreed to supply a tem- 
porary solution with the use of a por- 
table pump, which would be used in 
connection with a hose that would 
drain the water to the west end of 
Ivy Lane along Maryville Road. 

Township Officials then agreed to 
a suggestion by Supervisor Harry 
Briggs that a survey be conducted 
“to see what is wrong and what 
could be done about it.” Slowness of 
drainage improvements in the area, 
led the board two weeks ago to issue 
an ultimatum for Mehelic to com- 
plete the project immediately or it 
would be contracted out to a con- 
struction firm. + 

In other business, 
Ridgeway read correspondence 
from Mehelic’s attorney, H. Carl 
Runge Jr., which responded to 
charges by Trustee Lee Adams that 
Mehelic had used township funds to 
pay Runge for representation in a 
personal lawsuit against Mehelic

Stronger probation 


supervision planned 


A strengthened statewide proba- 
tion system is envisioned as a result 
of a law. giving the Administrative 
Office of the Ilinois Courts respon- 
sibility for, overseeing the restruc- 
tured program. 

“Part of the solution to easing the 
problem we face in overcrowded Il- 
linois prisons is in a reformed state 
probation system. In an effort to 
tackle this serious .situation, we 
worked closely with the sponsors of 
the legislation and representatives 
of the Illinois Probation Officers’ 
Association,’’ Gov, James R. 
‘Thompson says. 

“While this system will have ob- 
vious short-term benefits by helping 
ease some.of the pressure on state 
corrections facilities, it also will 
give long-term stability to an over- 
worked and understaffed probation 
oe in need of reform,” he add- 


“This measure is a major step 
toward professionalizing the proba- 
tion system and giving it a viable 
pre-trial screening element.” 

The legislation requires the Ad- 
ministrative Office of the Illinois 
Courts to establish a Division of Pro- 
bation Services which will coor- 
dinate’ and further develop 
guidelines for the program, as well 
as monitor progress under the new 
system. 


House Bill 2317 contains two key 
provisions that are the framework 
for the legislation: an intensive 
supervision program for lesser of- 
fenders, and more pxobation officers 
to meet professional\caseload stan- 
dards. 


Chief management officers and 
additional probation officers will be 
named to individual counties and 
any multi-county probation regions 
from a list of applicants supplied by 
the Adminisrative Office of the 
Courts, which will oversee hiring 
and training in the system. 

County probation regions, under 


the plan, will be drawn by the chief 
circuit judge. 

Other elements of the legislation 
include: 

1. Reimbursing counties for the 
full cost of any additional probation 
officers hired to méet caseload stan- 
dards and steps outlined in the bill 
Salaries for chief management of 
ficers in probation regions will be 
fully funded by the state. 

2. Increasing to $500 the state's 
monthly subsidy for each qualified 
probation officer to help offset office 
space, equipment and support ser- 
vices costs. The current funding 
level is $400 each month per officer. 

3. Giving probation officers 
“peace officer’’ rank, enabling them 
to carry firearms while carrying out 
official duties. 

4, Providing full state funding for 
personnel and travel expenses incur- 
red by probation officers in meeting 
the guidelines of HB 2317. 

The legislation makes the depart- 
ment of Corrections director an ex 
officio, non-voting member of the 
Criminal Sentencing Commission, 
which is given authority to evaluate 
the reformed probation system 

‘Thompson approved a $1.9 million 
supplemental appropriation 
measure on Nov, 23, funds that will 
be used to revamp the system begin- 
ning April 1, 1984, and lasting 
through the end of the current state 
fiscal year. 

In the following year, $12 million 
will be used in the program 

The measure, effective im- 
mediately, was sponsored by 
Representatives John Matijevich of 
North Chicago and James Marzuki 
of Park Forest and by Senators 
George Sangmeister of Mokena and 
Adeline Geo-Karis of Zion. 

In other legislative action, the 
governor has given final approval 
(certification) to House Bill 768, 
which establishes procedures and 
rights for police officers under 
vestigation by their department.

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Violence detrimental 
to Hlinoisans' health 


By WM. L. KEMPINERS 
Director, Mlinois Public 
Health Department 
It’s the time of year for making 
predictions, so I’m going to join the 
crowd and make a public health 

prediction. 

What: will be the leading public 
health problem in the United States 
in the year 2000? I predict it will be 
violence aggravated assault, 
rape, robbery or accidents, but 
espécially homicide and suicide. 

-We are all aware that violence is 
already a serious problem in our na- 
tion. And the tragedy of violence is 
compounded when we realize that 
most of its victims are our young 
people. 

Right now, ‘homicide and suicide 
rank fourth and fifth as causes of 
death among young people. 

In Ilinois, the death rates among 
young |adults from homicide and 
‘sui have increased dramatically 
over the past ten years. I predict 
they will continue to rise. 

‘One reason violence will probably 
become a major public health pro- 
blem rather than a law enforcement 
problem is the fact that the increase 
in deaths from homicide and suicide 
can be traced to the abuse of drugs 
and alcohol. 

‘But there are other reasons. 

The American homicide rate is 
much greater than that of most 
other industrialized nations. 

Many major aspects of our 


‘American social structure are in-. 
: volved in. determining whether or 


not a young person will engage in 


““yiolent behavior: the family, the 


commitinity, the educational system 
and the economic structure. 
Recént studies of homicide reveal 


two important insights. First, most 
homicide victims are killed by so- 
meone they know. Second, nearly 
half of all homicides are associated 
with arguments between the victim 
and the assailant. 

Obviously, then, most murders 
are committed as a result of some 
kind of a relationship between the 
victim and the murderer. 

This means that the prevention of 
violence will be mostly beyond the 
control of law enforcement agen- 
cies, because relationships between 
people, especially family members, 
are not apt to be influenced by legal 
agencies. 

Peoples’ attitudes, too, play an im- 
portant part in violence. For exam- 
ple, an approving attitude toward 
violence within the family is likely to 
foster even more violence. 

Violent acts are also closely 
associated with stressful conditions 
such as poverty, overcrowded hous- 
ing, littlé education and“unemploy- 
ment. 

Therefore, I~believe that, in the 
future, public health agencies will 
become committed to preventing 
violence through health education 
and public awareness of the causes 
of violence. 

In the past, we fought smallpox, 
polio, typhoid, diphtheria and other 
killers by learning how to prevent 
them. In the future, we will be in- 
creasing our attention, efforts and 
resources to learn how to prevent 
violence.

State bill encourages local 
prosecution of fraud cases 


Local prosecutors would be fur- 
ther encouraged to prosecute 
welfare fraud cases by receiving a 
share f the recovered money under 
legislation signed by Governor 
James R. Thompson. 

In Gases where recipient fraud is 
committed against either the 
Department of Public Aid or’ local 
government agencies that receive 
state funds, any recovered funds us. 
ed illegally will be distributed 
among prosecuting agencies and 
state government, according to 
Senate Bill 1206. 

“Ag it stands now, welfare fraud 
cases often are forced to compete for 
the prosecutorial services of state’s 
attorney’s offices and other law en- 
forcement. divisions, sometimes 
resulting in investigations that 
should be pursued being dropped or 
left unsolved. This legislation will 
provide an incentive to follow 
through on those cases, recover 
stolen aid funds and prosecute those 
responsible,” the governor said. 

Under the bill, local units of 
government that receive state 
welfare funds and have been 
defrauded will be ale to keep 25 per- 
cent of any money, profits or pro- 
ceeds and any interest on property 
acquired or maintained with stolen 
funds. Another 25 percent will go to 
the state’s attorney’s office that pro- 
secuted the case. The remaining 
funds will be deposited in the 
General Revenue Fund. 

In cases where the state only was 
defrauded, all recovered funds 
would be placed in the GRF Funds 
recovered by a State’s attorney 
would be shared with that office and 
the state, with half of any non- 
federal funds, or up to 25 percent of 
the total amount, given to the state's 


attorney and the rest going to the 
state. 

The measure takes effect im- 
mediately 

Other bills signed by Thompson in- 
cluded: 

—House Bill 2302, which allows the 
Department of Corrections, with 
written approval from the governor, 
to order the leasing of privately own- 
ed structures for correctional 
facilities. Under the plan, the Cor- 
rections Department must instruct 
the Department of Central Manage- 
ment Services to enter into a lease 
that can last no longer than 40 years 
and includes a provision that would 
allow the state to buy the facility 

The bill takes effect Jan. 1, 1984 

Senate Bill 1119, which gives the 
Department of Transportation the 
ability to conduct. demonstration 
projects to test new technology for 
road and curb construction. Other 
provisions of the bill call for the ban- 
ning of ice and snow dumping along 
the shoulder of public highways, a 
step that will increase safety during 
hazardous winter conditions. The 
bill takes effect immediately. 

—House Bill 2320, which'lets funds

Monday in Granite City on 
three warrants issued through St. 
Clair County to the Belleville Police 
Department, was. shot about four 
hours later when he fled from police 
at: Belleville City Hall. He was listed 
in stable condition Tuesday at St. 
Elizabeth’s Hospital in Belleville, 
where he.underwent surgery Mon- 
day night. 

Geitz was arrested by two Belle- 
ville detectives, accompanied by a 
local police sergeant, at a business 
firm iri the 3600 block of Nameoki 
Road on warrants alleging deviate 
sexual assault, ‘home invasion and 
indecent liberties with a child. 

He appeared before Associate 
Judge George J. Moran, who 
ordered him into custody of the 


Belleville officers. 

Geitz was taken to Belleville 
police headquarters for questioning 
about the alleged charges, which 
were filed in connection with a Dec. 
1 incident when a man wearing a 
stocking over his face entered a 
Belleville home through an unlocked 
rear door about 9:30 p.m., took a 13- 
year-old babysitter into a bedroom 
and sexually assaulted her. 

Belleville Chief of Detectives Lt. 
Robert Hurst said about six shots 
were fired at Geitz as he ran through 
a revolving door at the back of the 
municipal building lobby and fled 
south at 6:15 p.m. Monday. He had 
been escorted by detectives to a 
drinking fountain in the lobby at the 
time. 

Other shots were fired outside as 
the man continued to flee, the officer

said, and Geitz collapsed in a yard in 
the 200 block of South Illinois Street, 
about a block from the city hall. 

Geitz, who is considered 
dangerous, according to authorities, 
reportedly suffered wounds in his 
lower back and rear extremities, but 
was in stable condition. 

When arrested here Monday, 
Geitz was awaiting trial on first 
degree burglary and sodomy war- 
rants issued in August by St. Louis 
County Associate Circuit Judge 
Robert D. McCallister, authorities 
said. 

He was free on a $90,000 bond in 
that case, which involved a July 18 
attack on a 38-year-old woman from 
Ferguson, Mo., who alleged she was 
sexually attacked by an assailant 
who threatened to harm her 
daughter unless she did what he 
wanted. The daughter was in an ad- 
jacent bedroom. 

Authorities said that Geitz had 
been held in the psychiatric unit at 
the Menard Correctional Center in 
Chester from 1969 to 1975 after hav- 
ing been declared a “sexually 
dangerous person” by a Madison 
County circuit judge. The ruling 
came as a result of a May 1968 rape 
charge.

For a fire-safe holiday, the Office 
of the State Fire Marshal offers a 
reminder of how to save lives and 
Propety loss from fire during the 
holiday season, 

\“A. list of do’s and dont’s may not 

_ Seem in the holiday spirit, but ap- 

fe Pfeciation and practice of it may 
Save lives,” a spokesman com- 
mented. 

NATURAL TREES. Be sure the 
tree is fresh, not dyed green. Except 
for the tree having been stored in ex- 
tremely cold weather, the needles 
sHould be supple and bend, not snap. 


When bumped on the ground, only 
a few, old needles should fall; a rain 
of needles indicates a dry, hazar- 
dous tree. The cut end should be 
sticky from sap, it was explained. 

If you store the tree before 
decorating, keep it in a bucket of 
water in a cool place, away from 
heat and out of the wind. 

Before decorating, cut one inch off 
the bottom of the tree to improve 
water absorption. Set the tree in 
water in a sturdy, non-tip stand. Guy 
wires may be used as needed for 
stability.

has a built-in electrical unit with the 
label of an approved safety-testing 
agency. 

Do not use decorative lights on a 
metallic tree. 

LIGHTING. Replace worn insula- 
tion, loose bulb sockets and broken 
plugs. Be sure all lighting sets are 
testing-agemcy approved. Use only 
15-ampere circuits. 

Be sure decorative lights are not 
close to combustible materials. Do 
not use candles or open flame 
around or on the tree. 


Do not use candles in decorations 
or displays. 

Make sure all decorative lights 
are turned off before going to bed or 
leaving the house. 

Provide a switch away from the 
tree for controlling the lights. Do not 
crawl around or under the tree for 
any reason. 

Indoor lighting sets should not be 
used outdoors. Be sure outdoor 
lighting sets, extension cords and 
fixtures are testing-agency approv- 
ed. 


DECORATIONS. Use only flame- 
retardant or noncombustible 
materials. Do not use untreated cot- 
ton batting, flocking, tissue paper or

Urban may start 
prison term soon 


The Illinois State Supreme Court 
has denied a petition by Ben Urban 
of Collinsville to have his sentence . 
on a theft charge reduced. 

Urban, who pleaded guilty last 
December of stealing bond money 
involved in overweight truck cases 
in Madison County, was sentenced to 
three years in prison and ordered to 
pay $146,788 in restitution. 

Unless Urban seeks a rehéaring, 
he will go to prison Dec. 28 or shortly 
thereafter, his attorney, Joe Brown 
Jr. of Edwardsville, said. 

By law, Urban has 21 days to file 
for a rehearing with the state 
Supreme Court. Brown said he had 
not yet discussed this possible action 
with his client. 

Brown said all persons from this 
area are sent to Menard prison. But 
he said Marvin Goldenhersh, Ur- 
ban’s former attorney, has recom- 
mended that Urban be transferred 
to a minimum security prison such 
as the one at Vienna. 

Brown said it will be up to the 
warden at Menard to decide whether 
or not to follow the recommendation. 


If a transfer is granted, it well - 


could be that Urban would. never 
mingle with the Menard prison 
population, Brown said. 

Urban had contended that the 
three-year prison term was too 
harsh and that the amount of restitu- 
tion was too great. He said an illness. 
he suffered from could not be 
treated adequately in prison. 

His appeal lost in the Fifth District 
Appellate Court. That court said Ur- 
ban had lost his right to appeal 
because he had not asked the circuit 
court to withdraw his guilty plea 
before he appealed his sentence.

New’ sales tax charts 
available from IRMA 


On Jan. 1, 1984, seven new sales 
tax rates become effective in Il- 
linois. In a communication to mer- 
chant members, Hugh E. Muncy, 
president of the Illinois Retail Mer- 
chants Association, emphasized the 
importance of understanding the 
change in sales tax rates. 

The current issue of the Associa- 
tion's membership publication, 
“Retail News Briefs,” points out, 
“Every merchant will get customer 
questions about the new rates. The 
majority of questions will probably. 
be in the area of food and drugs, 
because most releases on this sub- 
ject have indicated sales taxes will 
be eliminated,” That is only for the 
state portion, the Briefs article em- 
phasized. 

The state portion of sales tax on 
food and drugs will be eliminated 
Jan. 1, however, the current one per- 
cent Municipat (MROT) and % per-' 
cent Regional Transportation 
Authority (RTA) sales tax will con- 
tinue to be applied to these pur-| 
chases. Sales tax on general mer-, 
chandise will increase one percent 
Jan. 1, statewide. 


Merchants have been advised by 
IRMA President Muncy that none of 
the sales tax collection scheduled in 
use now will be valid in 1984. Sales 
tax rates on food and drugs for 
Chicago and Cook County will drop 
from four percent to two percent, the 
five collar counties from 3¥% percent 
to 1% percent, and the rest of the 
state will drop from three percent to 
one percent. Rates on general mer- 
chandise increase Jan. 1 as follows: 
Chicago moves from seven percent 
to eight percent, Cook County (ex- 
cluding Chicago) goes from six per- 
cent to seven percent, five additional 
collar counties increase from 5% 
percent to 6% percent, and the rest 
of the state-from five percent to six 
percent

A shorter workweek for 
employees of the Southern Illinois 
University System, effective July 1, 
1984, has been authorized by the SIU 
Board of Trustees. 

‘Trustees approved an amendment 
to board policy, establishing a stan- 


there were improvements in the 
economy and increased funding for 
higher education in Illinois 
Chancellor Shaw pointed out at the 
meeting, that both have occurred. 
The chancellor said the most-com- 
mon reasons cited in support of a 


reduced workweek are improved 
employee morale, a reduction in ine- 
quities in compensation that exists 
between university employees and 
state, employees, and an improyed 
recruiting position for the univer- 
sities. 


dard workweek of 37% hours. Under 
the plan, the president of each 
university in the system is to present 
an implementation plan to the 
chancellor for approval, and the 
chancellor will report the approval 
of each plan to the board. The im- 
plementation plan is to indicate the 
groups of employees affected by the 
plan, hours of operation, the 
estimated annualized cost and how 
the costs will be met. 

Chancellor Kenneth A. Shaw said 
the length of the workweek has 
received attention at the universities 
during the past several years, par- 
ticularly as other governmental 
employers have moved from a tradi- 
tional 40hour week to shorter work- 
weeks. The State Department of 
Personnel has defined the workweek 
for employees under its jurisdiction 
as 37! hours, and with the exception 
of the University of Illinois at 
Champaign-Urbana, all other public 
universities in the state have 
adopted the 372-hour week. 

A proposal for a shorter work 
week for the SIU System was not ap- 
proved by the board in March, when 
university officers said they felt the 
proposal should be postponed until

Last July 29th, when Tri-City 
Speedway closed prematurely for 
the second consecutive year, the 
future of Illinois’ only remaining 
half-mile track looked bleak. 

In 1982 the local raceway, billed as 
the ‘‘the Gateway Fast Track,” clos- 
ed four weeks early. In 1983, its fate 
was swifter, closing five weeks ear- 


y, 

Dennis Scott, Tri-City Speedway 
promoter those two years, at- 
tributed the early closings to poor 
economic conditions in the area, 
Plain and simple. 

High unemployment, rising fuel 
costs and generally costly repairs 
and operating expenses of the cars 
attributed to the lack of driver and 
later fan participation at the 
raceway, Scott said. 

Scott, frustrated by. two losing 
seasons promoting the track, said he 
wouldn’t be back for a third season. 
Instead, next year he plans to pro- 
mote a track in Florida near his 
home — either Orlando’s or 
Winterhaven’s .track. Unlike Tri- 
City Speedway, each is a quarter- 
mile track. Consequently, Tri-City 
Speedway was facing 1984 without a 
prospective track promoter. 

Elvis Doolin, Tri-City Speedway’s 
owner for 14 years now recovering 
from cancer treatment, had 
operated and managed the track 
previously when the it fell upon hard 
times, but for health reasons can’t 
this coming season. Doolin, unable 
to find a promoter, once again an- 
nounced the track was for sale. 

By the middle of August, the time 
to begin planning a new season, 
there was still no promoter in- 
terested in the raceway. It appeared 
the coming season, at least, would 
never be. 

For five months the track set idle, 
_ it’s future unclear. 

December arrives. Enter Bob 
Geaschel and Larry Quirin, two rac 
ing enthusiasts who previously had 
racing promotion experience at 
Highland Raceway 

Geaschel, past president of the 
Southwestern Racing Assogiation in 
‘and Quirin, a former

By the end of the shortened 1982 
season, Scott said ‘‘only a handful” 
of those racers competing at the 
local raceway actually from 
Granite City 

On any given night, 50 percent of 
the cars parked out there are from 
Missouri,”’ Scott said. “Of the cars 
with [inois plates, perhaps 30 per 
cent of those are from Granite City.”

SPRINGFIELD—Sportsmen plan- 
ning to hunt geese in the four-county 
quota zone (Alexander, Jackson, 
Union and Williamson counties) can 
call the Department of Conserva- 
tion’s goose hotline to monitor the 
annual harvest of geese during the 
season. The number is (618) 833- 
8711 

Quota zone hunting for | geese 
through Dec. 23 or when the quota of 
17,500 birds have been taken, ac- 
cording to Dennis Thornburg, chief 
waterfowl biologist for the DOC. 

The quota zone season slawly this 
year, due to several factors. As of 
Nov. 7, only 146,000 geese were 
surveyed in the quota zone, down 
nearly 40,000 from the 182,000 birds 
that had arrived at the same time 
last year. 

Due to high water and the late 
planting of crops this past spring, 
many crops still are in the field in 
the quota zone, and Thornburg feels 
this will adversely affect the goose 
hunting until the crops have been 
harvested. Thornburg said there 
also is a high ratio of adult birds 
than usual in the area at this time, 
which could also adversely affect 
hunting.

Beefed-up standards proposed. 


A study recommending such 
changes as higher teacher salaries 
and more stringent admissions re- 
quirements for teacher education 
programs is the subject of public 
hearings being conducted by the 
State Board of Education's Planning 
and Policy Committee. One was held 
Monday in Chicago and another is 
set for Jan. 11 in Springfield 

The theme is ‘Quality of the 
Preparation and Performance of l- 
linois Educational Personnel.” 

The: Jan. 11 hearing is scheduled 
from 3 p.m. to 7 p.m. It will be con- 
ucted in the State Board Room, 
fourth floor, State Board Office, 100 
N. 1st St., Springfield. 

Persons wishing to testify may 
sign 30 minutes prior to each hear- 
ing. Testimony will be taken in the 
order in which names appear on the 
sign-in sheet 

Participants should bring 20 
copies of their testimony for 
distribution to the committee and 
staff. Oral testimony is limited to 10 
minutes but written testimony of 
any length will be accepted. 

THE STUDY, which was intiated 
in July 1981, was conducted by the 
State Board staff and was developed 
into a comprehensive set of recom- 
mendations affecting personnel by 
panels of Illinois school board 
members, administrators, teachers 
and representatives of higher educa- 
tion 

It was completed last spring and 
was mailed in early summer to 
educators statewide for their written 
testimony and comments. 

After testimony from the hearings 
is coltected and analyzed, all in- 
formation will be turned over to the 
committee for discussion, and 
recommendations will be presented 
to the entire State Board for a final 
vote 

CONCERNS are addressed in the 
study about the training and per- 
formance of not only teachers, but 
all certificated staff — teachers, ad- 
ministrators and school service per- 
sonnel (school counselors, nurses, 
social workers and psychologists). 

Staff research and recommenda- 
tions focus on four areas: 1) Recruit- 
ment into college or university pro- 
grams. 

2) Assessment in the preparation 
programs. 

3) Assessment .of personnel by 
local districts, including local 
recruiting and hiring procedures. 

4) Staff development. or continu- 
ing education. 

If changes such as the ones recom- 
mended are implemented, ac- 
cording to the report, Illinois would 
then have a “comprehensive pro- 
gram affecting the entire continuum 
of preparing and improving person- 
nel.”" 

RECRUITMENT— According to 
the report, “‘little is being done in II- 
linois to attract academically able 
students, particularly minority 
students, into preparation pro- 
grams.” The report recommends 
the following actions: 

— Improving salaries for public 
school teachers, especially in ways 
that would help retain experienced 
teachers. 

— Seeking legislation to establish 
scholarships for persons preparing 


to teach in areas of shortage. (The 
scholarships would have to be repaid 
unless the recipient teaches in Il- 
linois public schools for at least 
three years, would be limited to the 
amount of tuition and nonrevenue 
bond fees at public universities, and 
would be distributed on a 3:7 ratio to 
first-time edcuation students and ex- 
perienced teachers preparing to 
teach in a new field.) 

Zncouraging businesses and 
idustries to assist teachers in both 
their instructional responsibilities 
and their individual professional 
development. (in return for a cor- 
porate tax credit, business and in- 
dustry could participate in profes- 
sional development programs, offer 
special instruction, and provide 
summer jobs for teachers.) 

— Developing an information 
campaign to emphasize the in- 
dispensable role of teachers and 
other educational staff in our socie- 
ty 

— Creating a statewide program 
focusing on recruiting minority 
students into teacher preparation 
programs and teaching, and both 
minority and female educators into 
administration programs. 

PERSONNEL ASSESSMENT by 
local districts for recruiting and hir- 
ing Recent State Board research 
into a proposed definition of school- 
ing and assessment of student 
achievement suggests that educa- 
tional staff should be recruited and 
hired based on their capacity to per- 
form the teaching or education- 
related responsibilities associated 
with their positions. 

Data collected for the study point 
out that local districts generally lack 
comprehensive recruiting and hir- 
ing procedures. 

There are no ‘‘systematic efforts 
to recruit personnel, particularly 
minority personnel”; no job descrip- 
tions that spell out qualifications for 
each position; and no required 
qualifications beyond the state 
minimums. 

As a result, the recommendations 
state that the State Board should: 

A. Help districts determine job 
qualifications that are directly and 
obviously related to the instructiona 
components of each position. 

B. Request other education 
organizations ‘‘to assist local 
districts in actively recruiting 
minority teachers and minority and 
female administrators."’ 

C. Create a statewide committee 
to examine problems and make 
recommendatons related to staffing 
and supervising extracurricular ac- 
tivities. 

D. Refine its current placement 
service so that information about 
laid-off teachers and available posi- 
tions is ‘more systematically com- 
piled.” 

E. Help districts develop pro- 
cedures to assess prospective 
employees, including use of inter- 
view instruments, job-related ex- 
ams, and assessment of references 
and records.

Further, the report said, there is 
“little or no'support” for new educa- 
tion professionals, for people re- 
entering a professional role after ex- 
tended absence, or for people who 
are new to a district.

— D. Seek legislation to allow 
districts to count an additional five 
half-days as official school days 
when used for approved staff 
development activities. 

- E. Develop and implement a

— F. Seek legislation to require 
educational staff mentbers to prove 
they successfully completed district 
staff development programs in 
order to renew their certificates.

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Percy seeks to increase 
government productivity 


e City (Ill.) Press-Record 





Increases in federal workforce 
productivity would reduce govern- 
ment costs by as much as $4.5 billion 
without reducing the level of. ser- 
vices, according toa General Ac- 
counting Office (GAO) report 
released today by U. S. Senator 
Charles H. Percy (R-IN.): 

Federal agencies are overlooking 
‘productivity management as a way 
of controlling costs, the congres- 
sional: watchdog agency charged in 
the study requested by Percy in 
November 1981. GAO found that 
while there are individual initiatives 
directed at productivity, govern- 
Ment agencies do not have a com- 
prehensive, systematic approach to 
productivity improvement com- 
parable to those that are being used 
effectively by a number of major 
corporations. Increases of 1 to 5 per- 
cent in federal workforce productivi- 
ty would reduce government expen- 
ditures by $1 to $4.5 billion, the agen- 
cy said. 

““At a time when we're looking for 
ways to reduce government .spen- 

ing and curb the deficit, it only 

akes sense to. encourage. produc- 
tivity. which will save the taxpayers 
money by making the government 
more. efficient,” Percy ‘said. 
“Implementing a productivity 
management program would make 
the business of government more 
business-like.” 

Productivity is a measure of how 
efficiently. resources are transform- 


ed into goods and services. Produc- 
tivity management is a manage- 
ment approach that involves 
developing an organizationwide pro- 
ductivity plan with goals and ac- 
countability mechanisms. 

The GAO found that federal 
government productivity has grown 
at an average annual rate of 1.5 per- 
cent in recent years, a relatively low 
rate in the opinion of experts and in 
comparison with the experience of 
many public and private organiza- 
tions that have productivity 
management efforts. 

One reason for the lack of interest 
in productivity improvement, GAO 
said, is the lack of interest in it by 
the government’s central manage- 
ment agencies. ‘A cost-conscious 
federal government must look for 
ways to encourage the productivity 
of its workforce,”’ Percy said. “GAO 
has indentified a way to reduce 
government costs that the Office of 
Management and Budget should 
seriously consider and incorporate 
in its suggestions for the upcoming 
budget.’” . 

Percy authored the Debt Collec- 
tion Act of 1982 which has already 
saved the government $3 billion by 
giving it collection tools used by the 
private sector. ‘We must do 
everything we can to make the 
government a well-oiled machine 
that makes efficient use of taxpayer 
dollars,” Percy said.
